SIAMESE DIPLOMACY. 

‘March 26,—A Portuguese interproter, de- 
spatched from the Court, came on board this 
morning. He brought a message from the chief 
of Pak-nam, the purport of which was, that he 
had received instructions from the Court, to en- 
tertain us, and that a barge had been sent down 
to bring us to the capital, but that before the 
ship proceeded, it would be necessary to land 
our guns, according to invariable usage in such 
cases, Wo returned a civil answer, and sent the 
¢chiefa small present, taking this occasion to re- 





well as to signify to him, that one boat wre to- 
tally inadequate to the accommodation of so 
large a party as ours. In the forenoon his ne- 
phew came on board, to wait upon us. He 
stated, that the orders of the governor, on the
